PUT RELIEF UNDER 
A FEDERAL BODY 
xX 

Developments during the past 
five years have pointed to the neces- 
city of formulating unemployment 
relief measures of a more permanent 
character. The present depression 
is not yet oyer and even when gen- 
era! prosperity returns the country 
will be face to face with a costly 
legacy in the form of a large num- 
bet of men and women who have 
lost for good ‘their initiative for 
earning their own living. 

Public opinion ie steadily veering 
to the belief that this problem can 
be meet effectively dealt with if tak- 
en over entirely by the Dominion, 
and handled by a federal commission, 
During the pact five years the fed- 
eral treasury haz paid under relief 
rots cach paymenbs to the provinces 
amounting to $207,936,0q0 and has 
little control ever how this money 
was, spent. The three-way coniri- 
bution plan under provincial and 
municipal administration has not 
preduced the most economical re- 
cults, with the result that there is 
much dissatisfaction. 

It has been impossible to keep a 
certain amount of political bias from 
introducing itself in the negotiations 
on relicf contributions between the 
federal government and the provin- 
cial administrations of opposing po- 
litical faith. Thi: has been partic- 
ularly evident im the case of Sask- 
Almost ever since the 
creation of the Gardiner government 
it has shown a tendency to wrangle 
with Ottawa. A federal commission 
in charge of the spending of all re- 
lief funds would be freed from po- 
litical interference. 

Quite reeeritly the Canadian Coun- 
cil on Child and Family Welfare ur- 
ged a national relief system and the 
cutaklishment of a federal advisory 
ecmmittee of experts to lay down 
rclief <tandards and administration 
procedure for all communities, It 
declared the pregemt system ig costly 
‘to both human and financial elements. 
W. McL. Clarke, secretary of the 
Canadian Chamber of Commerce, in 
@ recent interview expressed the op- 
inion thai. the handling. of. relief 
should be: a matter entirely for the 
Dominion Government. 

The advantages are obvious. 
Federal control and administration 
cf all unemployment relief would 
preduce uniformity in relief rates, it 
would spread thie cost more equitably 
over those able to pay, and it would 
relieve the cities of a burden which 
is fast becoming intolerable.

(2) Each municipality shall 
each year for 60 years deliver 
tp to the Receiver-Geheral legal 
tender bills of the value of 2 
per cent of the amount of the 
discharged bonds, this 2 per cent 

, inking fund being a ‘first 
charge on the municipal reven- 
ues. 

(8) The Receiver-General shall 

forthwith on receipt of the 

above payments canééel the legal 
tender. 

At the end of the fifty-year per- 
ict, the whole issue would have been 
retired. 

The legal tender in the hands of 
the discharged bondholders would 
be available for all forms of taxes 
and purchases. It would be as good 
as the best money in the world for 
it wou. be in a state of annual pro- 
gressive retirement, secured by the 
credit of the Dominion and the as- 
sctts of the municipality. . 

While the federal government 
would not draw interest on the issue 
of its legal tender, it would be re- 
couped by increased revenues. from 
the larger incomes, extended com- 
merce and greater carning power 
that would follow the liberation -of 
neveral billions cf dcjars for ‘the 
purerase of industry. 

Tt would not advensealy ‘affect for- 
eign trade, which has to be financed 
by exports even at thy present time. 

If Premier Bennett or Thomas 


gestion instead of the “tighten the 
belts” and similar urgings to econ- 
omic defeatism, it would be hailed 
as an cxtremely valuable one. It’s 
worth just as much—and perhaps 
more—without their imprimatur, - 

Such a use of the public credit for 
‘public cclvancements could remove 
future ac well as present troubles in 
municipal financing. So long as a 
municipality was not im arrears in 
its 2 per cent sinking fund, could 
show additional revenue from the new 
undertaking and had approval of the 
provincial government, it ought ‘to 
be able to obtain whatever new ad- 
vances of legal tender it- may need 
from time to time on similar condi- 
tions to iis borrowings. 

We do this sort of thing when we 
buy automobiles through finance 
corporations, We ought to have 
sense enough to do it in our muni- 
cips] life. Better for the bondhold- 
ers to take their money in full than 
face the inevitable repudiation that 
otherwise will come.’’

PROVINCE IS SUPREME 
creme cnmcns 

Editor: Waeutern Globe: After the 
students of the New Economics as 
represented by social credit follow- 
ets, or Free Money Economics have 
rammed the facts home into the 
minds of the people, in a manner 
that will no longer be denied a hear- 
ing; we find leading men in busines 
law and politics coming to a recog- 
nition of the fact that we suffer from 
a financial tyranny as savage and 
vicious as ever existed in any epoch. 

Naturally the people who have 
recognized and exposed this situation 
for the past twenty years couldn't 
be expected or even allowed to sug- 
gest a remedy. 

These responsible for the condition 
must be asked to be good in future 
and show us--the common people-- 
how we may recover from them that 
which they have for a generation 
been getting under their control--the 
wealth of the state. 

We are all afraid of bankruptcy 
-neturally so while our statesmen 
and political leadership handles the 
community as though they were the 
agents of Shylock. 

There is no security in this age 
flor - individual emiterprise--unless it 
iy associated with monopoly. Peo- 
ple géeneraly realize this without 
being able to analyse causes--andl 
as a result we see the savings of 
those whose incomes execed their 
needs--placel with those monopol- 
istic financial trusts who support 
the stock and bond markets--and 
not creative production. Without 
any increase in the national wealth-- 
these savings are loaded as an over- 
head cast to the existing structure 
--and hiave been for the past ten 
years--not only in Canada but in all 
the occidental nations. 

‘The studenst of New Economics 
who realize that the purchasing pow- 
er developed in production iv insuf- 
ficient to purchase all the products 
--also recognize that savings or 
hoardings--which is purchasing pow- 
er deferred, and having been part of 
the costs of some service or product 
must therefore intensify the defect 
in the distributive working of com- 
mercial activity--s0 that the more 
peopte save the greater the supply 
of products that cannot be’ sold: 

A citate thiat prospers cannot save; 
thi, flact has long been recognized 
and was the foundation on ‘which 
banking developed in order that sav- 
ings ehould be returned into active 
use--thiat latter fact has been abort- 
ed ‘in the activities of both ‘banks 
and governments for a number of 
yeors and is one of the root causes 
of the present distress, 

In the banks by a system of money 
creation which is independent to a 
certain extent on its, currency hold- 
ings, and which in its operation in- 
verts the principles we recognize as 
velocity im currency circulation; 
which also destroys money by can- 
cellation as -oans are repaid--while 
at the same time perpetuating the 
earnings of interest which in the 
nature of the practices in  efifect 
musit be secured from loans made to 
others. 

In our governments a failure to 
recognize the subversive result of 
this practice in general operation-- 
and their legal activities in making 
themselves servile to the system-- 
and florcing the whole population of 
the state to a similar servitude. 

If our governments have lost their 
sovereignty to the financial instit- 
ution, the sooner we recognize and 
cestore the state to its rightful pos- 
ition the better. 

I wonder how many people realize 
that the powers of the provincial 
legislatures in Canada are dominent 
over the Olttawa Dominion Govern- 
ment ? 

If you doubt that statement have 
a good lawyer define ‘the first of the 
exclusive powers of the provinces as 
outlined in the B.N.A. act. 

You wil’, I think, find that the 
previnees have the power to disband 
or dispense with the Dominion 
government. 

And for the provinces--there are 
no matters which have to do with 
the local and private welfare of the 
provinces on which they cannot make 
laws.

No matter how much we find 
ourselves compelled to disagree with 
many of his views, Mr. Brownilee’s 
championship of the government of 
which he was formerly the first min- 
ister emphasizes in the public mind, 
anc. no doubt in the minds of his 
quctndam colleagues, the los; the 
cabinet sustained by his retirement. 
Probably no om> on the = treasury 
benches could have championed the 
administration so ably while no min- 
ister could properly have come to 
the regtue of the’ ministerial salar- 
ies and emoluments as.Mr. Brown- 
lee did. From the rank~ of the pri- 
vat: members Mr. Brownlee did. 
Frem the ranks of the private mem- 
vate members Mr. Browniee was able 
to deferd these as never he could 
while: he was in office. 

Rat his defence of the ministers’ 
salniies by a cry of “hands off the 
civil service” contains a fallacy of 
some coorsequence. The cabinet and 
the civil service are not, either in 
Alberta or elsewhere, in the same 
class. 

Civil servants beeame civil ser- 
Vants primarily because of their need 
to earn a living. Cabinet ministers 
are supposed to have become cabinet 
ministers with more altruistic mot- 
ives in which public -ervice looms 
largely. That there are cabinet 
ministers who would have been “bet- 
ter off” im business or the practice 
of their professions, is not denied. 
That is their business, .Civil servants 
have been selected for the posts be- 
eause of their qualifications, wheth- 
er they are office boys or steno- 
graphers or agriculturists or engin- 
eers.. Few ministers in the Alberta 
or any other provincial government 
have any specialized training for the 
caninet appointment they hold. True, 
there are ministers in the cabinet 
with high’ grade technical quali- 
fiertions bit only incidentally. The 
cabinet is lucky if a qualified mem- 
ber is available for. the right post 
but the civil gervice must go ahd 
The Provincial Treasurer is a new- 
instance, 
ind it is too soon to say whether he 
vill prove to have been more = asuc- 
ces:ful as a cabinet minister or as a 
Jinancier. Criticisms have been 
heard on the floor of the chamber 
sugges‘ing a foreboding that he will 
be no improvement over his prede- 
cessor, Mr. Brownlee came gal- 
lantly to his-rescue but it was rath- 
er an unconvincing defence to point 
ou! the obvious; that no One can tell 
hey much gasoline will be consum- 
ed in the coming year or how many 
automobile licenses will -be taken 
out or consequently exactly what rev- 
enuc to expect from these or any 
other sources. Novertheless, a gov- 
errment which has consistently un- 
der budigeted year after year to the 
tune of millions of dollars ought to 
have been able to detect and correct 
the error after a little experience. 
But the present provincial treasurer 
is handicapped; if he does not make 
the same mistakes as his predeces- 
sors the unfavorable comparison of 
his budget with theirs will give the

On and after April Ist the 
berta motorist will have to pay 4 
tax of seven cents a gallon on the 
gasoling used in his car, a tax-rate 
of epproximately 25 per cent.

These eldens who are now beyond 
the noontide solved’ the production 
problem, solved it with a “bang’— 
and in consequence the entire man 
power of this or any cther country 
iz ro longer required in productive 
industry. Under pressure of war

Thousands of acres 
of land—much of it agricultural— 
belonging to these estates are sold, 
repurchased, built upon, and acquired 
by local authorities or commercial 
undertakings.

Little Journeys In Science 


MATCHES 


(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


Perhaps the greatest discovery 
ever* made by man was that of fire; 
and one of the most useful, if not the 
greatest, of inventions was that of 
producing fire by the use of-matches. 
Friction matches containing the ele- 
ment phosphorus were first intro- 
duced by an Englishman, John Wal- 
ker, about 1826. ‘At the present time 
there are two general types of 
match in common use, namely the 
“strike-anywhere” and the “safety’’ 
match. The “strike-anywhere” var- 
iety is undoubtedly used the most 
and contains in the tip the following 
substances; potassium chlorate which 
is rich in oxygen; paraffin or sul- 
phur; a binding material such as 
glue; a filling material such as 
ground glass, and a compound of 
phosphorus and sulphur known by 
chemists as phosphorus  sesquisul- 
phide. When the ordinary match is 
rubbed against a rough surface, 
enough heat is produced by friction 
to ignite the phosphorus. The heat 
produced by the burning of the 
phosphorus is increased by the burn- 
ing of the potassium chlorate and 
carried to ethe wood by the slowly 
burning paraffin or sulphur, Other 
substances such as starch, clay, or 
plaster of Paris are often added to 
the match head to keep it dry or to 
regulate the speed of combustion. 

In the “safety” match, red phos- 
phorus, some substance which gives 
off oxygen readily, such as potas- 
sium chlorate, and some gritty ma- 
terial, such as powdered glass, are 
mixed with glue and placed on th 
side of the match box. The tip of 
this type of match contains -potas- 
sium chlorate and an easily combust- 
ible substance, usually, a compound of 
antimony and sulphur known to the 
scientist as antimony sulphide. The 
match cannot easily be ignited by 
friction except on the prepared sur- 
face on the box.

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A Pipeless Organ 
Electricity Produces Tones In New 
Reedless Instrument 


A “pipeless pipe organ” that draws 
its music from automobile headlight 
beams has made its debut in Philadel- 
phia. Its tones are produced by elec- 
tricity alone, with no pipes, reeds, 
strings, record or sound film arrange- 
ment. 

It is smaller than most pianos, 
can be moved about at will, and 
“plugs in’ at any electric light socket 
just like a radio or an electric re- 
frigerator. 

The instrument, developed with 
the aid of Leopold Stokowski, con- 
ductor of the Philadelphia Orchestra, 
was introduced by its inventor, Ivan 
Eremeeff, Russian physicist and co- 
creator of the helicopter. Nine hun- 
dred automobile headlight bulbs, 
arranged in twelve circular batteries 
of seventy-five each, throw the beams 
that create the 1,800 tones the elec- 
tronic organ can produce. 

The beams are turned on by the 
touch of the keys, arranged in’ stand- 
ard keyboard style. In front of the

disks whirl continuously. Through 
these disks, the beams converge on 
twelve “electric eyes’—electromag- 
netic cells—which translate the light 
to sound and throw the sound through 
amplifiers, ’ 

The tones are built up by mathe- 
matical formulae in terms of light 
values, with the various stops blend- 
ing with a “fundamental.” Each stop 
has a rheostat to heighten or lower 
intensity and thus obtain different 
effects. Two foot pedals give volume 
and tremolo control.

Many of my correspondents reveal 
talent potentialities, but they lack 
one or more of these other traits that 
are so vital to progress in anything 
that you take up. 

There are a lot of people who have 
made real successes of themselves, 
without any hereditary or inborn tal- 
ent, because they have had the will 
and determination to get somewhere. 
They have worked hard and made 
sacrifices in order that they might 
gain success. 

And inversely, as I have shown, 
there are others with the really vital 
spark of inspiration lying within them 
who have failed because of an in- 
ability to drive themselves on. 


Versatility is a good thing to have, |: 


but specialization more often leads to 
success. Make up your mind to follow 
a single line, and drive yourself for- 
ward with everything that you have 
along that single path. i 

Too many irons in the fire often 
means that none of them are proper- 
ly attended to, and the result is fail- 
ure.

GARDENING 


Gordon L. Smith 


Spring is once’ more approaching 
and with it the desire in the normal 
human being to .start something 
growing. Soon all signs of winter 
will have disappeared and the earth 
gradually change from its drab coat 
of brown to something green and 
warm, But before this change, the 
would-be gardener commences . his 
annual preparations. Plans are 
drawn up, seed catalogues perused, 
and equipment is checked over. Much 
interest is added to gardening by 
proper planning .and_ much practical 
value also. Like a great picture or 
a humble barn or garage, the finish- 
ed result will largely depend upon 
the thought which precedes actual 
construction. 


Width Vegetable Rows

Carbon Filament Lamp 
“The remark by a Toronto professor 
that Edison was not the inventor of 
electric light may surprise the ma- 


jority of people, but it is quite true. 
The first electric lamp was produced 


by Sir Joseph Swan, who was born 


at Sunderland, England, in 1828. He 


was a chemical engineer who first 
achieved success in improvements in 
photography. He made a carbon 
filament lamp as early as 1862, and 
in 1880 exhibited the first filament 
vacuum lamp. 

Edison was working along the same 
lines about that time, and he bought 
the Swan patent. Subsequently the 
first lamps issued from his factory 
were described as “Ediwan” lamps, 
thus linking the two names together 
after Edison had improved on the 
Swan lamp.—St. Thomas

Listening to a discussion the other day on quotas and schedules adopted , 
by governmental authorities as a guidance to those entrusted with the | 
heavy and extremely difficult task of dealing with the cases of people who 
at this time are compelled to look to governments for the bare necessities 
of life, the question was forced upon our attention: Whafdo we actually) 
need? 

‘There are an enormous and varied number of things we want, and our 
wants differ as greatly as our individualities differ, but when it comes ‘down | 
to a definite listing. of the things we actually need-not only to sustain life, | 
but to make life really worth living, the number and variety of such needs| 
is comparatively small. | 

People to-day list as needs scores of things which less than a genera- | 
tion ago were not even in existence, or so little known and in use as to be) 
regarded as very great luxuries. For example, unemployed people living in | 


our cities and, through no fault of their own compelled to accept municipal 


and government help, look upon the provision of electric light as an abso- 
lute necessity, and would consider it a great hardship if they were asked to | 
resort to o@mdles, or even the old kerosene lamp, as a means of illumination. 


parents and yreat-grandparents did not feel they suffered any great hard- 
ship because they had nothing but candlelight. And throughout the length | 
and breadth of rural western Canada to-day hundreds of thousands of peo- | 
ple get along very well with kerosene lamps. But in our cities people now 
list electric light as,an absolute need. 

Casting our memories back to boyhood days, thirty, forty, fifty al 
ago, we recall that our clothing and food requirements, our actual needs, | 
were small and inexpensive compared with what we list as needs now. As 
a matter of fact, many of our so-called present day needs are not needs at 
all, and éf:our environment was shifted, we would not regard them as needs. | 
Hundreds of people go camping every year, leave what we tetm ‘‘civiliza- 
tio nd go off into the wilds, and put up with conditions of living, and | 
ee of things,—and enjoy doing so,.-which at home they ‘sic 
sisbifipon having as. actual needs, 

\iiTfe, and real living, does not consist in the abundance and variety of | 
the lWiaterial- things we may possess. The pioneer lacked most of the things | 
now! listed, agrabsolute necessities, yet they enjoyed good health, were happy, | 
and found \ife’.well worth the living. They built homes, reared families’ of 
stur y children, saw beauty in their surroundings, and developed character. 
Theiif, ne were ‘few and.inexpensive. And they built nations,

| Introduced For Fur Farming Have | 


Become River Pests 

The history of the rabbit in Aus- 
tralia—first introduced to give an} 
English Duke some shooting, later 
becoming a. plague which has cost 
the land many millions—is being re- 
flected, to a considerable lesser de- 
gree, by the muskrat in England. 
This animal was introduced into} 
Great Britain in 1929 for fur-farm- 
ing, and later spread so that meas- 
ures have had to be adopted for its 
control. The story is told in a 
brochure entitled “The Distribution 
of the Muskrat in the British Isles,” | 
written by Tom Warwick of Oxford 
University. 

There are few places in Great 
Britain that are not capable of sup- 
porting a muskrat population, for) 
the ramifications of the river and 
canal systems provide the animal, if 
left unmolested, with plenty of routes 
of dispersal. According to Mr. War- 
wick, while it is possible to keep the 
animal under control it is almost im- 
possible to eliminate it completely. 

In Scotland, which has no slow- 
moving rivers, the little animal has 
colonized the rapid trout streams, 
and here as well as in Sussex, tidal 


| waters have been successfully invaded. 


It is impossible to keep the musk- 
rat from migrating, but a constant | 
watch is kept on the margins of in-| 
fested areas. A year or two usually | 
elapse between the es¢ape of musk- | 


rats and the establishment of colonies. of Tropical 


Heres Miles Of W Of Wool 


Used In Scarf Weighing Only Two 
And Half Ounces 

A London newspaper says: “With 
shame and sorrow this colume has 
to admit that it rather shirked deal- 
ing with’ the question of the royal 
wedding presents at the time of the 
wedding of Princess Marina and the 
Duke of Kent. It seemed such a vast 
task, and photographs of the pres- 
ents while they were on display gave 
a much -better impression. But now, 
although so late in the day, it seems 
a pity not to tell of one present the 
Duchess of Kent received. It came 
from the Shetland Islands, and was a 
self-made gift from the islanders 
themselves.. It was a scarf knitted 
by Mrs. Thomas Sutherland, who is 
80 years old, and contained seven 
miles of wool thread weighing only 
two and a half ounces! That, we 
maintain, is fine wool. It was pluck- 
ed by hand from the necks of lambs 
and spun by the 83-year-old sister of 
the knitter.” 


Not Always The Case 


Experiments Show Bees Do Not Die 
After Stinging 

Not long ago a nature scientist 
stated that the victim of a bee sting 
might always have the satisfaction of 
knowing that .the insect attacking 
him lost its weapon and its life as 
a result of the stinging.

Canadian Hay Supplies 


Expect Keen Demand For Hay In 

Eastern Canada Before Spring 

Owing to a short hay crop in Can- 
ada last year and to the lack of any 
substantial carry-over of hay from 
previous years, it was expected that 
the demand would be unusually 
strong until another crop was har- 
vested. 

The demand in September was 
really keén, in anticipation of gen- 
eral shortage, and stock yards and 
lumbering, mining and . construction | 
companies bought heavily with the re- 
sult that prices advanced to com- 
paratively high levels. 

With this heavy buying many of 
the large corporations soon procured 
their season’s requirement, sales 
dropped abruptly to only slightly 
more than normal and prices de- 
clined. Moreover, unexpectedly large 
quantities of hay have been released | 
by the action of farmers in substi- 
tuting straw, corn stalks and other 
roughage, as feed for their own stock 
in order to have more hay for sale, 
and added to this is the fact that in 
those sections of Nova Scotia and 
Ontario where it was earlier expect- 
ed farmers would have to’ buy hay, 
the feeding season was shortened by 
the long open fall. Furthermore, the 
number of livestock was reduced, in 
areas of prospective feed shortage, 
by disposing of more of the inferior 
stock than is usual in times of plenti- 
ful supply. 

In spite, however, of these various 
factors which have helped to con- 
serve the supplies of hay it is the 
opinion of observers that by spring | 
all of the marketable hay in eastern 
Canada will be required to supply 
the demand: 

In the areas of shortage, both in 
Canada and the United States, hay 
supplies are being rapidly used up 
and it is expected that in these areas 
particularly there will soon be in- 
creased demand.
